A non-publication request was filed with this application. Later, and after a decision was made 
to file a foreign application for this invention, a "Request to Rescind Previous Non-publication Request" 
was filed on February 12, 2002. See "Exhibit A". The attached Exhibit A was filed according to the 
accepted and published PTO procedures and forms at the time of filing. See e.g., "Exhibit B", 
PTO/SB/36 (11-00). 

Subsequent to our filing Exhibit A, the PTO adopted a new administrative interpretation and 
form related to 35 U.S.C. 122(b)(2)(B)(iii). &e "Exhibit C," PTO/SB/36 (05-03) and "Exhibit D". Any 
such newly adopted administrative interpretation requiring additional explicit notice of foreign filing in 
addition to the original administrative interpretation and published form requiring a "Request to Rescind 
Previous Non-publication Request" should not apply since the approved form (Exhibit B) was used at the 
time of filing. Applicants respectfully submit that basic fairness would dictate acceptance of forms filed 
according to the prior PTO interpretation of the statute, and the new requirements should apply only to 
forms filed after notice of the new requirements.

35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) provides that an applicant who has nriade a nonpublication request 
under 35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(i) in an application filed in the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office (USPTO), but who subsequently files, in a foreign country or under a multilateral 
intemational agreement that requires eighteen-month publication (hereinafter "foreign filing" or 
foreign country"), an application directed to the invention disclosed In the application filed in the 
USPTO (hereinafter "counterpart application"), must notify the USPTO of the foreign filing not later 
than forty-five days after the date of such foreign filing. 35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) further 
provides that failure of the applicant to provide the required notice within this forty-five-day period 
shall result in abandonment of the application.
